Wallace Drive Viewed

wheelchair 
imprisoning 
George Wallace rolls briskly 
across the wooden stage, 
makes a sharp right, and is 
locked into a podium topped 
with bullet-proof plastic. 
The crowd screams. The 
music blares. 
Wallace—his right hand 
atop the three-cornered 
enclosure, his left hand 
flicking salutes— smiles 
broadly, bobs his head to the 
music, and peers through the 
glaring 
lights 
at 
the 
audience. 
George Corley Wallace, 
the 56-year old Alabama 
governor, is on stage once 
again, the main attraction in 
one of the longest-running 


and most popular political 
shows in American history. 
Feared and shunned by the 
Democratic 
Party 
but 
adored by his followers, his 
chances of winning almost 
non-existent, Wallace is on 
the trail for the third time in 
quest of the presidency. 
His face deeply lined and 
drawn, Wallace campaigns 
the only way his physical 
condition permits, flying 
from rally to rally to rally. 
And a Wallace rally is 
always the same, the format 
unvarying, 
the 
crowd- 
pleasing attacks unchanged. 
More than 2,500 jammed 
into Ft. Lauderdale’s War 
Memorial Auditorium this 
night, a capacity crowd 
which is mostly middle- 
aged, almost all white and 


casually dressed. A few 
children in wheelchairs sit 
near the stage. There are 
Wallace buttons, placards, 
straw hats, hard hats, and 
bumper stickers. 
Billy Crammer, formerly 
with the Grand Old Opry, 
backed by two guitars and a 
drummer warm up the 
friendly crowd. Granpaw 
Jones of television fame 
keeps them roaring. 
A collection is taken and 
empty straw hats passed 
through the crowd come 
back filled with greenbacks. 
Then comes Wallace 
For more than 45 minutes 
he 
stridently 
tells 
his 
followers what is wrong with 
the country. Without notes, 
he blasts the “regressive 
income taxes that are going 


to drive the middle class out 
of existence;” the “ripoff 
artists” 
on 
welfare; 
“loafers” who won’t work; 
the federal bureaucracy and 
the “parasites"; and those 
“permissive 
sob-sister, 
bleeding heart liberals” who 
worry more about criminals 
than victims. 
With the speech over, the 
music strikes up again. 
Wallace takes a sip of water. 
The people start streaming 
out, trying to beat the traffic 
crunch in the rain outide.

Pancakes are tastier and 
bread more robust since 
students and faculty took 
over food service at Fran­ 
conia College in Franconia, 
N.H. 
Other operations 
run 
largely by students and 
faculty for no pay are the 
library, 
bookstore, 
ac­ 
counting and bookkeeping, 
grounds, building main­ 
tenance including snow 
removal and 
plumbing 
repairs. 
Recruitment, 'develop­ 
ment 
and 
fund-raising 
departments also depend on 
student-teacher volunteers. 


Student volunteers double as 
security guards. 
The pay-off? 
Franconia College will 
“reduce” tuition, room and 
board for the fall semester 
by more than IO per cent. 
Fees of $5,665 will drop to 
$4,965. 
This is a man-bites-dog 
twist in higher education. 
The trend all along the 
academic trail for fall is to IO 
per cent hikes in tuition, 
room and board Mils. 
The Franconia style of 
costcutting is one lesson in 
economics its president, Dr. 
Ira Goldenberg, believes

could be adopted by colleges 
and even high schools across 
the nation, public and 
private. 
In an interview, Dr. 
Goldenberg told of the 
tastier pancakes, the more 
robust bread and other 
unanticipated benefits. 
“Not everyone is into it but 
the core of volunteers is 
growing.” 
Formerly an assistant 
professor of psychology at 
Yale, then Harvard, Dr. 


Goldenberg was reached by 
telephone just as he came off 
KP — kitchen duty. 
“The food’s definitely bet­ 
ter,” he said. 
“What we had before was 
the all-American plastic 
fast-food service. 
"Now we even make our 
own soup. The first day we 
took over food students put 
real eggs into the pancake 
mix. 
“Everyone noticed the 
bettertasting pancakes. The 


trend here is to healthier 
food. 
“Instead of white bread 
provided before, 
we’re 
buying health food bread 
baked by a former student 
who opened a bakery. 
“ We plan a four-acre 
garden and hope to supply a 
lot of our own food.” 
Some high-cost depart­ 
ments were put on an 
almost-all volunteer staff. 
The school maintains its 
work-study program for stu­ 


dents who need financial 
help to go to school. But 
alongside the work-study 
student 
workers 
are 
volunteers 
— 
pushing 
brooms, washing windows, 
working in the library. 
There is more than a 
tuition reduction pay-off. 
“Educationally,” 
Gold­ 
enberg said, “the establish­ 
ment seems to have lost 
sight of the fact that a lot of 
basic education goes on 
outside the classroom. 


“What we want to produce 
is not just an intellectual. 
elite but persons able to 
function in a variety of ways. 
“The volunteers among 
students are learning that 
education goes on even when 
you’re peeling potatoes. 
Persons on staff and 
faculty do other kinds of 
double duty. Goldenberg’* 
secretary knows how to 
teach typing. She does that 
Wednesdays. 
Student 
volunteers fill in for her that 
day, taking on secretarial 
chores. 
“This system,” Golden­ 
berg said, “gets us away 


from a system that just turns 
out people who think.” 


“These changes will not 
affect 
the 
college’s 
traditional ll to I student- 
faculty ratio,” Goldenberg 
said. 
“We’re going to continue 
to provide academic ex­ 
cellence plus provide some 
nuts and bolts or hands-on 
experience in the problems 
of life after college.” 
Student labor these days 
also is being used at growing 
numbers of private and-or 
independent high schools to 
keep a lid on costs.

Polly’s Problem 
DEAR POLLY - The leaves on my poinsettias plant 
have turned yellow and are falling off. Could you please 
share any thoughts on the care of these plants 
—MRS.C.G. 
DEAR MRS.C.G. — Often such plants that are in 
bloom during Christmas and have been accustomed to 
greenhouse conditions start to deteriorate rather quick­ 
ly under house conditions. Some say that when the 
leaves start to turn yellow, gradually stop watering the 
plant until it is dry. Then store, without watering, in a 
place where the temperature is about 69 degrees. When 
the danger of frost is past, cut plant down to about six in­ 
ches, repot in new soil and put outdoors in a sunny spot. 
Bring inside again in the early fall, and keep in a sunny 
spot with temperature about 65 degrees Sharp changes 
in temperature can cause such leaves to fall. 
PULLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Linda could use an eye dropper for adding 
food coloring to anything she wishes to color She will get just 
a drop or two at a time. The dropper can be rinsed out and then 
kept in the box with the bottles of coloring I have been doing 
this for years and hope she likes it. —HAZEL. 
DEAR POLLY - After struggling to remove labels from 
plastic bowl lids and meanwhile scratching the lids 
remembered about ice cubes removing chewing gum So I put 
mv lids in the freezer for about fifteen minutes or so Then the 
labels peeled right off I do not know why manufacturers do 
not include such hints on the labels that have that sort of 
adhesive. —THELMA. 
DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is that the expiration dates 
on food coupons are so tiny they cannot be read without a 
super magnifying glass.
